Whether the halt is to be permanent 
depends largely on circumstances and 
@evelopments beyond the control of 
General Pershing: From a _ military 
standpoint- he has for the time. being 
come to the end of the lane. 

Our troops are no longer pressing for- 
ward in Villa’s pursuit. To. those at

surprige, but it is the truth. The chase 
proper for both Villa and Villistas has 
come to a tempcrary end. It came. with 
the fight. of the Thirteenth Cavalry with 
the Carranza garrison at .Parral on 
April 12. Since that time such of our 
forces as have gone forward were sent 
to back’ up the cavalry still facing the 
Carranzistas near that town. Not a 
single detachment was beating south- 
ward on Villa’s trail today. 

These are facts which were becoming 
patent several days ago to those of /us 
with the General; and they may be 
stated now because of the Parral affair. 
{Deleted by censor.] Until that occur- 
rence General Pershing had four sep- 
arate, yet co-ordinate, flying -cavairy 


columns, far afield, ciosing, in on ‘thé 
Villiatas;» if mot. on Villa. himself; but! 


with the injection of a-néw element into 
the situation, that element being open 
anzista: resistance, those columns 


“had to unite for mutual. protéction.- 


This necessary move left Villa without 
pursuers, and, if he is alive, ae one set 
of rumors has it, as opposed to the 
rumors of his death, he may be today 
many miles south of Parral, through 
which region, according to report, he 
was flying for his life before the pur- 
suing columns.’ Assuming: that he is 
ajive today, he has attained a part of 
the interior below Parral not far from 
the- Durango.line, where, as recent de- 
velopments“have shown, the passage of 
Amierican troops would arouse open op- 
position. 


Pershing’s Strategy Nullified. 


This was the dilemma the expedition 
found itself facing today. For a month 
and two days General Pershing has fed 
and equipped kis army piecemeal, _by 
motor truck, mule transport, and. pack 
‘train, denied the use of two railroads— 
the Mexico Northwestern: and the old 
Mexican National—which, east and west 


roughly parallel our line 
of-communication. That line begins at 
Columbus,-and, we may say, ends in the 
vicinity of Parral. 

In a sentence, General Pershing, over- 
eoming the handicaps of transport, sur- 
mounting ‘the obstacles facing troops in 
@ mountainous and inhospitable country, 
and breaching the gap created by the 
marked absence of co-operation by the 
de facto Government, by dint of sheer 
hammering threw his cavalry forward, 
far from bases and supplies, until they 

reached a point where the annihila- 
tion of Villa and his band seemed a cer- 
tainty, only to have his strategy and 
his rseverance nullifed at one stroke 
by the action of those carvense soldiers 
who fired on Major Tompkins’s com- 
mand as-it rode out of Parral. 

Yet, in’a way, that occurrence may 
have been fortunate for the expedition, 
fer it enables correspondents with the 
army to say what they have all along 

wanted to say. [{Censored.] That was 
and is that, taken as a whole, the Car- 
ranza co-operation is a myth. ' 
oe is more to the point.

The Carranza Government has been 
arguing that the American troops should 
be withdrawn on the ground,that the de 
facto Government is noW able to handle 
the situation and capture Villa if he is 
yet alive. It is possible that the Car- 
ranza Government will have a chance to 
show whether it can complete the task 
‘by taking up the pursuit of Villa in 
earnest below where our columns have 

advanced in. the Parral region. 

“The State Department egg d received 
official advicés that about i,500:Car- 
ranza troops had. been moved from Chi- 
huahua into the Parral region.,, This in- 
formation is causing. considerable ~ un— 
easiness in Administration circles.. The

LONDON, Friday, April 21.—The Gov- 
ernment last night issued a long sworn 
statement by Horst von dér Golts, the 
secret agent of the German Government, 
who is now in the United States in cus- 
tody, giving full details of his activities 
in America. 4 

The statement bristles- with dates and 
names of ‘places and of persons asso- 
ciated with him. The Govérnment 
prefaces it with a memorandum relating 
to von der Goltz’s identity and the man- 
ner’ of his arrest in England. 

The memorandum says that when a 
check signed by Captain von Papen, the 
former Military Attaché of the German 
Embassy at Washington, which had 
been ‘seized at Falmouth, was shown 
to von der Goitz, he admitted his in- 
dorsement and asked to be allowed to 
make a voluntary statement. There- 
upon. writing materials were given to 
him and he spent the night of Jan. 


in compiling a statement, which he aft- 
erward swore to. 

The Government's memorandum re- 
marks:. ‘‘ Vor der Goltz’s statement 
finds detailed corroboration in the von 
Papen checks, which he cannot have 
known were in the possession of the 
British’ authorities.”’ 

Statement Gives Dates. 
The statement of von der Goltz as 


raj} @iven’out’ by the Government is in part 


as follows: 

“On Aug. 3, 1914, I-left the Mexican 
army on. leave-and- arrived at El Paso, 
where Consul Kuck directed me to re- 

port. to von Papen. After . visiting 
| Washington .and Asbury Park, I ar- 
lyived in. New-:York in mid-August, 
stopping at the Holland House. 

“I visited Vice Consul Kraske, who 
suggested that I avoid being seen about 
the Consulate, and he would notify me 
when to meét von Papen.

According to Sergeant Barnets of Cap- 
tain Tunney’s squad, one of the men 
who made the arrest, Newton said that 
he left Buffalo on April 13, and made 
his way to this city. The detective said 
the prisoner admit ed that he had Jong 
considered , the possibility of making 
money by ‘working for German agents 
against the Allies and believed that his 
opportunity had come. 

Jhen he arrived in New. York last 
Saturday, the police said, Newton lost 
no time in getting in touch with men 
whom he considered pro-German plot- 
ters. At a meeting at Herald Square 
the very night he.‘got here, he made 
an acquaintance who seemed ‘to be all 
that the munitiéns maker desired for his 
new plans. After some talk the man 
from: Canada gave a hint as to his mis- 
sion here, and the man to whom he 
talked. pecoming alarmed, later reported 
the conversation to the police. 

Detectives who spoke German. were 
at oncé assigned to the case and New- 
ton readily fell in with every plot that 
Was proposed. At last, according to 
the police, she told of the bomb in the 
suitcase. in Buffalo, and agreed to use 
it in the Brooks plant. 

In. the course of some of his conversa- 
tions, the police assert, Newton .said 
that he would undertake to blow up 
Police Headquarters or the Department 
of Justice offices in the Fredera! Build- 
ing. He knew all about .bombs and 
time fuses, he. declared;. and .had: one 
which ‘he could make himself out of 
féw matertals which ~ would. explode 
three minutes after he set jt and would 
absolutely demolish any, large bu gins. 

The police said that Newton told 
he could walk into any munitions’ plant 
at any time, get . job,. and then some 
evening set a ecially . constructed 
candle in a little oy of benzine. near 
some eEnlosive, uantities of which, he 
asserted, he. would see to ‘it were lying 
close. by; ‘and .the result ‘would 'be most 
gratifying to any .one who .wished to 
See a speedy end. to all allied munition 
plants.

For. fear of-lack of complaints the 
Shipping Board gets power to act on 
its own initiative, regardless of the 
demonstration of the harm done -by 
intrusting' similar power to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in an 
easier task. The country. now sees 
that extortion by rates is the least 
evil in the transportation on land, and 
there is less danger at sea. The 
trouble with the Government prosecu- 
tion of the shipping trust was that it 
was unable to show that. the trade’s 
regulation of itself was unreasonable

competition. ©To-.remedy that defect 
by enacting unreasonable restraint is 
progress backwaid. 

THE CLOSE OF THE SESSION. 

What has the Legislature done in its 
1916 ‘session? It has appropriated 
$58,000,000 of the people’s money, and, 
as usual, the. next Legislature will 
have to make up deficiencies neglected 
in this monumental economy. It has 
passed an unjust Reapportionment 
bill; based on a farcical census. It 
has refused the instant protection 
against the pollutions of -New York's 
water supply.

It has stran- 
gied in the Assembly a State Constab- 
ulary bill, out of which the Senate 
thoughtfully cut half the force and 
value. It has provided three or four 
superfluous Judgeships for the faith- 
ful. ; 

Come to the good or partly good it 
has done. The Thompson Investi- 
gating Committee, though a ‘source 
of junketing and wastefulness, “did 
carry on, however queerly, a n ed 
investigation of the Public Service 
Comm:ssién of the First District, and 
that commission is rid of some un- 
desirable members and enriched by 
the appointment of men of character 
and ability, possessing ‘the . public 
confidence.

Information that 400 Mexicans re- 
cruited from the mines of Bisbee and 
Courtland were to cross the border 
into Sonora between Agua Prieta and 
Naco within the next forty-eight hours 
caused heavy patrols of. the Seventh, 
Cavalry, under Colonel James Erwin, 
to Be sent west from Douglas last 
night, while the Tenth Cavalry com- 
pleted the patrol from Naco east. 

The: report that Via was heading 
for the border, swerving off somewhat 
to the north from the route to El Tigre,:

Specified, \ not go very far toward 
assuaging the keen pain which the.arri- 
val of tax bills always produces on every 
member of the human species, will at 
least tell each yictim of the annual af- 
fliction the exact nature and cause ‘of 
his present sufferings. And that is 
something. 

For the author of the circular has per- 
formed the large and difficult task from 
which the ordinary taxpayer, though 
quite conscious of its importance, inva- 
riably recoils—he has gone through the 
maze of figures contained in the annual 
reports of the various municipal depar¢: 
ments and has condensed them into 
totals, comparatively few in number, but 
presenting in sufficient detail, neverthe- 
leas, all the information that is wanted, 
or Indeed needed, by the great majority 
of private citizens, as to where and for 
what tax money goes. 

On ‘one side of the leaflet is a circle so 
divided as to show the division of the 
city revenues between running expenses, 
the direct State tax, and the funding of 
tax deficiencies, mostly personal and un- 
collectible. Below it appears a diagram 
of another sort, revealing the respective 
contributions of tax money made by the 
several counties forming the city.-- It is 
the other side of the circular, however, 
that. will arouse’ the taxpayer’s. more 
passionate interest, for from it he can 
learn exactly what fraction of each $100 
raised by local taxation goes to each of 
the various activities which, taken to- 
gether, constitute municipal government 
under the present administration. 

He learns, for instance, that out of the 
hundred, $22 is spent for education—or 
at any rate is devoted to the public 
schools,’ which one would like to think, 
and perhaps can think, a dis tion 
‘without a difference. The agencies for 
protecting life: and property—Police and 
Fire Departments, street lighting, Na- 
tional. Guard, &c.—make..up the next 
largest item, $15.85.

it would appear.” This ts being realizéd now 
by Arizona prohibition leaders, Having suc- 
ceeded in getting the Arizona courts to hold |’ 
that-.shipments: ** for personal: use '*. should 
not be shut out even though’ the Arizona 
Amendment provides. that liquer ** shall not 
be introduced into the State of Arizona under 
any circunistatices,” these leaders find the 
administrative officials still in the way of 
getting liquor for persénal use. So great a 
burden is put upon railroad and express. com- 
panies that they refuse to assume any. re- 
sponsibility in the matter. ; 
The case is a’ desperate one for the 
“drys,” as is shown by an appeal in The 
Bisbee Daily Review of March 30, 1916, writ- 
ten by A. R. Bucknam, who is Field ‘Secre- 
tary of the Cochise County’: Dry Féderation, 
and .who, as Secretary of. the Arizona Tem- 
perance Federation, helped to get the a- 
ment adopted. Mr, Bucknam makes piblic 
a letter to the Sheriffand’ County Attorney 
ot Cochise County in -which he asks if- there 
be ‘‘anything to prevent you gentlemen 
from making @ little law yourselyes which 
will be i: *harmony with. the tion. 
given. to the prohibition amendment. that 
liquor can come into Arizona for personal 
use.” He adds: 


I am informed that you hold every. man 
-guilty unt{l- proved innocent ,if he intro-, 
duces any amount of liquor, no matter how 
small. To my mind this is not even rea- 
sonable nor sensible. I must admit that 
is as sensible as our Attorney General's: 
past position that ‘no Nquor could come 
inte the State for any use. . 

Mr. Bucknam wants the officials ad- 
dressed to anriounce that they. “* would ‘not 
arrest or try any. citizen bringing intb the 
State one case of beer, one — of — 
or a quart of whisky,” ~ 

This preposition by an pitts: prohtbt- 
tion leader should be instructive in other 
sections where his prohibition brethren are 
urging -haste in wiping out the established 
order to try experiments in the prohibition 
ine which they’ think weuld do this, Guat, 
or the other thing. 

Arizona stopped the legal local sale and 
the legal shipment from outside, but the 
change has not brought the millennium pre- 
dicted by the prohibition Ieaders.* The legal 
supply cut off, the ‘consumer has - deen 
forced to turn to the vile concoctions : of 
the illegal: dealer. Bootleggers have multi- 
plied, as Mr. Bucknam admitted in a pre- 
vious statement.

Reuterdahl Talks of Crisis. 


“IT am tired of the. absolute failure 
of preparedness,”’ sald. Mr. Reuterdahl 
in addressing the women. ‘I- intended 
coming here to tell you funny stories 
about the navy.’ But things ‘have be- 
come serious... We are facing. one of 
the greatest crises that have ever come 
to the United States, and We are meec-- 
ing it: not in the manner of a great 
nation but of some one electioneering. 
} “It would be foolish for’me to in- 
| dorse a note for $1,000,000 which I could 
not make good, What good does it do for 
us to send a note to’ Germany? Ger- 
many knows everything that happens 
here. SBernstorif has us tabulated and 
card-indexed and .knows: more of our 
gpinelessness than we.do. ‘Chat! ‘is his 
aguty. We have made a threat and 
what have we to back it up? Nothing. 

* Roosevelt had a similar experience 
but no notes were written. Japan had 

a casus belli against us and has now. 
Roosevelt sent our fleet from one end 
of the Pacific to the other. He knew 
we had not’ ships enough to protect 
the Coast in both oceans, and he 
stripped one for the benefit of the 
other. The people thought it was a 
pleasure trip. It was done with a pur- 
pose and was not an idle threat.
